In treating this a simple diet should 
always be tried first Feed regularly, 
give no sweets and no heavy meals at 
bedtime.

IN ADDRESS HERE 
FAILS RYAN SAYS 


Classification Plan In Use{ 


Elsewhere Gives Satisi'ac-j 
tion and No Change is' 
Wanted Speaker Says. 


"The operation of the uniform rule 


of taxation in Ohio has been a. practical 
failure under the complex, system of 
today! 
. 
/•'The people of Ohio are-in favor of 


classification and the system of uni- 
form rule has been condemned by every 
scientific commission, -board or author- 
ity which has investigated the subjcfct. 
"Where classification has been, adopt- 


ed there never has been a movement for 
a single moment to go back to the sys- 
tem that has been abandoned." 
These are similar statements proving 


the desirability of the-'proposed classi- 
fication amendment to the Ohio consti- 
tution were put forth by Daniel J. Ryan, 
former secretary of state of Ohio at 
the mass meeting in the high school 
auditorium last night. 
Mr. Ryan is 


pne of a dozen well known students of 
taxation problems giving generously of 
his time in behalf of this amendment 
which comes before the voters on No- 
vember 4. 
"Taxation by uniform rule was first 
adopted in this state in 1840 by law, 
and made a constitutional provision in 
1851. The state at that time was large- 
ly agricultural and all subjects of tax 
ation we're almost wholly of a tangible 
nature, visible to the assessor and read- 
ily "placed upon • the 
duplicate," 
Mr. 
Ryan 
staled. "The great intangible 


•property, such :;s stocks, bonds, mon- 
eys and credits, wore a negligible, quan- 
tity as compared with their proportions 
today. 
' 


"Six different times the classification 
amendment has been submitted to the 
people of Ohio and six times they gave 
a majority in favor of classification, 
but at the times those votes jvere given 
the constitution required a majority of 
all the votes cast at the olccetion at 
which the amendment was voted upon, 
except the last one when, although the 
classification amendment carried, the 
Supreme Court, on a technical ruling, 
declared it was not adopted. 


"The necessity for this change has 


long been1* apparent to. authorities in 
Ohio and other states which had adopted 
the general property tax by uniform 
rule, so ,that today there are but 11 
states in the union, if Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania, which are now considering' 
classification are included, which have 
not adopted some plan of classification. 
With the exception of Illinois and Ohio. 
these states are largely agricultural and 
not commercial, so that the bulk of 
their, tax duplicate can be attained by 
observation. • 


"The uniform rule recognizes no dis- 


tinction as between property having.lit- 


tle oearning' pow«r ;md property h'av-i 
ing a great earning power." .Mr. Ryan 
continued, "or as between property hav- 
ing a depreciating value and property 
having an appreciating value. 
There- 


is no justice in .such u rule and it cun- 
not be enforced by any law. An act of 
legislation which for its enforcement 
requires the affirmative support and ac- 
quiescence of the people cannot bu ex- 
ecuted if the people believe that it 
works an injus|.ico i.u them. If it con- 
fiscates their property or destroys their 
income, it cannot be enforced. Thut is 
the reason why so many hundreds of 
millions wealth of intangible property 
does not contribute its share of taxation. 
The result is that hmd owners, manu- 
facturers, and everybody who possess 
tangible property in the nature of lands, 
buildings, tools, etc., are bearing more 
than their just share of the tax bur- 
den." 
In conclusion .Mr. Ryan quoted from 


reports of 'commissions, boards or other 
authorities /who hiive investigated the 
subject to 'show tlv.it the system of uni- 
form rule' was a failure, while the sys- 
tem of': .classification 
was 
successful 
where it superseded the uniform sys- 
tem, v 
• 
. 
Mr. .Ryan: read a statement from the 
commission of Kentucky appointed in 
191 S. indicating that the state of Ken- 
tucky received more revenues for the 
'year 1912 from'its dogs than it did from 
all the bonds, moneys and stocks in the 
state. 
"The^bank deposits returned for tax- 


ation in Kentucky 1917, were $11,000,- 
000;" -Mr.'••'•Ryan said. "Under classifi- 
cation for-lhe yaer 1<)1S they were $172,- 
000,000. and the personal property re- 
turned for taxation in Jefferson county, 
Kentucky, which included stocks, bonds 
and not^s-, increased from $17,000,000 in 
1017 to 5119,000,000 in 1918. The total 
duplicate returned from $911,000,000 in 
1917 to $1,403,000,000 in 1918."
